BRITISH EMPIRE LEAGUE. 


Annual Meeting and Adoption or Cnnatlta- 


tlon M Ottawa Veitarday. 


OTTAWA, Ont, March 5.—The annual 


meeting of the Imperial Federation 
League of Canals was held in the 
Tower room of the bouse of commons 
yesterday. Lieut.-Col. G; T. Dennison, 
of Tornto, occupied the uhair. Among 
those present were Sir Charles Tapper, 
bart., Sir Donald Smith and a large 
Bomber of members of parliament. 


Secretary Evans read the annual re- 


port, which was adopted, after which 
Sir Charles Tupper moved that the 
name of the league be changed to the 
British Empire League in Canada.. The 
motion was carried. The constitution 
was adopted and all the old officers re- 
elected. 


The constitution ia a£ follows: 
(1). 
The association to be called the 


British Empire league. 


(2). 
It shall be the primary object 


of the league to secure the permanent 
unity of the empire. 


(3). The following to be among the 


other principal oojec^s of the league: 


(A) To promote trade between the 


United Kingdom, the colonies and Inv 
dla, and to advocate the holding1 of 
periodical meetings of representatives 
from all parts of the empire for the 
disc-jsaion of matters of general com- 
mercial interest, and the considera- 
tion of the best Beans of expanding 
the national trade. 


(B) To consider how far it may be 


possible to modify laws or treaties 
which impede freedom of action in the 
making of reciprocal trade arrange- 
ments between the United Kingdom 
and tbe colonies, or between two or 
more British colonies or possessions.

The Flint and It. Growth. 


The Municipal Electric Light Co. was 


organized in this city three years ago in 
January by J. H. Culver, J. M. Willard 
andK. E. Gibson, but the latter after- 
wards sold his interest and the buajness 
is now controlled by the two men flrat 
named. The growth of the company bos 
wen remarkable. It was a success from 
he start, and while the owners felt 
proud of their plant at the beginning, it 
was nothing as compared to the plant 
which tbey now control. In the first 
year of its existence the company made 
an investment ot 122,000. They built 
the power house alongside the Wabash 
racks, just west of Edward street. The 
milding was 50x72 feet, and was then 
amply large enough to accommodate the 
lusiness. It.was equipped with a Corliss 
engine of 360-horse power and one 
dynamo with 
a capacity of 60-arc 


ight, and one incandescent dynamo 
of 
1500-llght 
capacity. 
The 
busi- 


ness grew so rapidly that in toe second 
year the company doubled their ma- 
chinery but the growth- continued until 
aet summer it became necessary to'add 
another and a larger power house1 


and to again more than dodble tbe 
ightiLg power. The new building 
fronts on Cerro Gordo street and I* 
106x70 feot. It is built of brick and 
stone with a steel truss roof and ha* a 
concrete floor. A new engine of *W 
horse power was bought and this with 
the old engine gives Ihe company 800 
hone power. The old engine is now 
used to pull tbe machinery daring the 
day while the bigger one i* utilised at 
night The 
boiler plant was also 


doubled. The new machinery put in 
this honen consists of a 8,000 Incandes- 
cent dynamo of the alternating type and 
ariSO-borm powe^ generator. At the 
present time the capacity of the plant 
ia 190 arc lights and 9,000 incandescent 
light*. In tiie fait the company will 
again be for:ed to add another arc light 
d>namo. The company ia now furnish 
ing 5,000 light* and ore also running sl- 


•SSjOOOaa shown by the Invoice com- 
pleted on the tint of the month. J. H. 
Culver i* the president and treasurer of 
the company and J. M. Willard the vice 
president and superintendent. 
The 


company i* now in splendid shape to 
handle ita large business. Their ma 
chinery is going night and day. The 
company never close* down unless it i* 
to make repairs of eome kind. They 
run during the worst storm* and trust 
to their modern appliance* to save them 
from accident* by lightning. There ore 
eight or nine men who find steady em- 
ployment on the outside. The com 
pany's office ho* recently been moved to 
the Loeb Temple block. Their equip- 
ment throughout is strictly modern, the 
machinery being right up to date. 


GOT THE BRICK CONTRACT. 


HjMdall and Trontmmn will Do the Work 


on Powers' New Block. 


The 20.COO.OOO brick to be used in 


Orlnndo Powers' new Bve story business 
block will be laid by the Decatur firm, 
Randall ft Troutman. They got tbe 
contract yesterday and they will begin 
the work promptly. 
The brick will'bo 


furnished by Mr. Powers. The founda- 
tion posts of the building will be on a 
concrete base three feet ia depth and on 
tbat there will be a stone and then an 
iron stool. This plan will be followed tn 
the roof of the building. The beams 
will be of steel and the joists will be of 
the same kind that were used in the con- 
struction of the Morehouse & Wells 
building. 
The building will practically 


be of steel. Tbe outside course of brick 
will be something new in this city. They 
are of an unusual shape and size, and 
will be of a grey granite color. The 
trimming will be of terra cotta and the 
mortar used between the grey brick will 
be of a terra cotta color. All the big 
contracts for the building have now 
been let. The owners ot the building 
have not fully decided on the brick to 
be used for the veneering of the build- 
ing. 
It will require 70,000of them to do 


the work. 
The outside of the building 


will also be trimmed with stone.

He noc a remarkably tall and mam-

dication of great personal atnsngtii. 
He « as enveloped from head to foot in 
a long black cloak, buttoned closely 
under his chin and reacting almost 
down to the ground, which concealed 
the whole of his person with the ex- 
ception of a large, bony hand of a 
strange, unnatural, almost gleaming, 
n liiteness 
The face also riveted my 


attentioo; a broad, massive forehead, 
firmly set jaw. high cheek-bones, a 
deep, sallow complexion, and a pair ol 
cool black eyea which, seemed to glow 
with unnatural brilliancy—these were 
the most striking features of the 
strange Individual who atiod before 
me.

sidered final. The scheme will have 
to be approved by the corporation and 
board of overseers before it can go intc 
effect.

opposed the plan think that the action 
would be a mistake, and predict that it 
it passes favornbly it will bring on o 
storm of indignation from graduates. 


•BIG STEAMER LAUNCHED. 


Largest Veuel Ever Built on the Great 


Lake* Completed at Cleveland. 


The largest \essel evpj built on the 


great lukes was launched nt the shir 
yards of the Globe irou works at Cleve- 
land, O.. the other day in the presence 
of an immense crowd of spectators 
The new steamer, which is being con- 
structed for the Mutual Transportation 
company of that city, has not as yet 
been given a name. Her measurementf 
are as follows: Length oxer all, 432 
feet, with 412 feet keel, 48 feet beam 
and 23 feet depth. Her net tonnage 
on un 18-foot draught is 0,700 tons ol 
ore or 200,000 bushels of wheat. With a 
14-foot Oralight she will carry 4,500 tone 
of ore. She was built in anticipation of 
a 20-foot channel. 


The engines are globe inverted cyl- 


inder, triple expansion type, with cyl- 
inders 23, 39 and 63 by 42 inches. She 
will have four Scotch type boilers, 11% 
feet diameter by 10 feet in length 
There are 13 hatchways, and the last 
two aft will be used for both cargo and 
fuel. 
Capt. William Cumin ings will 


command the new boat and Andrew 
Haig will be the chief engineer. 


The boat is the fourth vessel of the 


Mutual fleet, the three others now 'in 
commission being the Corsica, the Cor- 
ona and the Cambria. The new boat 
just launched will be ready for service 
at the opening of navigation.
